Corbett, the Champion, Is Treading on

Full Details of the Big Fight—Sulli- 
Van's Nose Required Three Stitches, 
and He Was cet aang Mrs. 
Corbett Received the Glad Tidings— 
The Pastime Ciub of Portland Offer 
$25,000 fora Fight Between Corbett 
and Jackson—How the Men Spent To- 
Day—Opinions on the Fight. 


NEW ORLEANS, La.,Sept. 8.—‘‘Heis sleeping 
yet,’’ said honest Phil Casey, as he admitted 
your correspondent to Sullivan’s quarters as 
Jate as 10:30 o’clock this morning. ‘‘Come 
in,’’ added Casey. 

Sullivan lay outstretched upona bed near 
an open window in one corner. He was 
breathing heavily. His face was so swollen 
that the skin drawn tightly shone where the 
light fellupon it. The lips were disfigured 
and distorted, giving to the face a hideously 
fantastic appearance. The nose where Cor- 
bett landed so often and repeatedly is not 
broken but terribly bruised. 

The chief damage was a cut from above the 
bridge of the nose down its center and on the 
left side. As the ex-champlion lay asleep he 
occasionally muttered as though dreaming, 
and quick, broken respirations would inter- 
rupt the regularity of his breathing. There 
he was, the man of extreme confidence yes- 
terday, to-day the beaten-down and Aisfig- 
ured evidence thata new god had sprung up 
in pugilism. 

Only Phil Casey and Sullivan’s valet were 
inthe rooms. Johnson and Wakely, Sulll- 
van’s backers, were abed yet. The room was 
littered and strewn with’ puglilistic training 
traps, with disordered clothing, trunks, bags, 
scraps and what-nots. The appearance was 
that ofa ruin and the displaced champion as 
he lay seemed in keeping with the scene. 
W hen his late Dackers get about to-day they 
will determine whether they will start for 
home to-night or remain longer. 

.y When he returned to his room atthe hotel 
ifter the fight last night Sullivan was for a 
‘ime avery sore man. 

The first thing he said when the door was 
closed was: *‘l went once toooften.’’ After 
a short pause, in a half broken voice he 
said: ‘*‘Once too often, and that’s all about 
=.”” 

He fretted very much and his backer, 
Charley Johnson, did ali that he could to 
cheer the ex-champion up. He sang and 
danced, and one entering the room who did 
not know different would have thought 
that Johnson had backed the 
winner instead of the loser. He _ said 
that he was not in the Jeast bothered with the 
result and would repeat what he had done 
again to-night. He said kind things to Sul- 
livan to brace him up, but Sullivan had lost 
heart. Said Joe Lannon: ‘‘I don’t see why 
you should act this way.”’ 

The consolatory words got no response. 

‘*‘You done your best.’’ continued his 
cheery friend, ‘‘but he was too young for 
you. You were once young yourself and 
there was none of them who could touch you. 
Why, you were a better man when you were 
his age than he is to-day.’’ 

Jack McAuliffe, who had worked so hard in 
the ring, said: ‘‘Why John, .don’t mind it, 
Weareallyour friends and we’re with you 
still.’’ ; 

‘*you bet,’ came from Sullivan’s backer, 
Johnson, Sullivan was very restless and re- 
fused to lay on his couch. ‘‘Now, John,’’ 
said Johnson, ‘‘lay down and keep quiet,

spirit. Ina little while he appeared on the 
Street in company with Casey and soon 
thereafter he was drinking at the bar of 
the 8t. Charlies Hotel, though he had re- 
marked several times last night, -‘I’m too 
old, I guess, and booze helped to make me 
old, too.’’ 

He avoided correspondents and kept the 
company of his friends pretty closely. The 
addition of anew one to the party brought 
the subject back tothe fight. To one of the 
newcomers he said: ‘‘He whipped me fairly. 
I give him full credit. He’s quicker than I 
am. Isay heiickea me, but he’s the only 
man in the world who can do it.’’ 

Dressed in his street clothes he preseted 
a better appearance than he i did 
stretched out on the white pillow of 
his couch, where a POST-DISPATCH corres- 
pondent first saw him but without the priiv- 
lege or desire to disturb him for an inter- 
view. 

He shows a swollen nose and black marks 
around the eyes—marks that the man never 
had before in his life. His manner to-day 
was notofthe sullen or disappointed kind 
and his friends remarked his pluck in defeat 
with pride, 

A few daring individuals have the nerve to 
day to say that Sullivan was beaten because 
he was notin condition. *‘Look how fat he 
was,’’ is heard once ina while and stories 
about his drinking whilein training are be- 
ginning to find circulation, But with hon- 
estand experienced judges there is but one 
opinion. That is that Sullivan was whipped 
fairly on his merits and that the Corbett of 
last night could have done the same trick the 
best day that Sullivan ever saw. 

Sullivan expectstostart for New York to- 
morrow night, buthe is now drinking con- 
siderable, and there is norisk in predictinga 
howling spree before he gets out of town. 

CORBETT, THE CHAMPION. 

Corbett bears his honors with becoming 
modesty, and so far his head remains at its 
usual size. That heis perhaps the happiest 
man in America is not altogether unnatural, 
and that he shows his joyis not to be won- 
dered at; Dut he speaks to his friends and 
even to his casualacquaintances ashealways 
has done and appears like the Jim Corbett of 
yesterday, or a year ago. 

Corbett will here join the traveling troupe 
with which he has been exhibiting himsell 
and to-night there will bea performance in 
one of the city theaters. The check of the 
Olympic §Club for $45,000 will, at this affair, be 
handed to Corbett upon the stazge.] 

A benefit to Sullivan is being projected, the 
design beingto have it New in York. Corbett 
has heard of the project and has offered $1,000 
fora box. The sky, like Sullivan’s fame, has 
to-day become clouded. It is the first sunless 
day since the devotees of pugilism bore down 
upon the city. The exodus of the 
talent from the town has begun. Thatis 
those who are yet solventare getting away. 
There are many, however, who will be forced 
to wait final recuperation. Some indeed will 
be obliged to tramp the railroad ties. The 
fact that there are not more of the

only a comparatively small wad of it all 
told, and where there wasa bit of Corbett’s 
green stuff uncovered the Sullivan men 
flocked afterit like chickens fora kernel of 
corn.

The 
Sullivan contingent take their medicine like 
little men, however, and no kicking Is heard. 
Corbett this morning was exuberantly 
merry aStelegramsin innumerable quanti- 
tiles came pouring in upon him, all congratu- 
lating him upon his. victory. Members of 
the athletic clubs of the city called 
upon: him and many of the _ tal- 
ent who yesterday absorbed Sullivan’s 
breath as they would sweetness were to-day 
‘thow-de-do Jim,’’ as though he had been 
their divinity always. It was a sharp com- 
mentary upon fame; the young champion of 
to-day among flowers, while the disfigured 
and swollen champion of yesterday lay al- 
most alone in his disordered apartments. 


HOW THE BATTLE WAS WON, 
THE STORY OF CORBETT’S VICTORY TOLD IN 
DETAIL BY ROUNDS. 


New ORLEANS, La., Sept. 8.—One might 
readily imagine that Mardi! Gras was cele- 
brating last night. The streets were crowded 
with loud and boisterous throngs. Sky- 
rockets illuminated the heavens. For an 
hour an endless stream of carriages rolled 
from the Olympic Club-house down Royal 
street tothe St. Charles Hotel and at every 
corner waited a crowd torespond witha yell 
to a hurrah for Corbett. 

Many of the vehicles were decorated with 
Chinese lanterns and coiored lights were 
burned till the long street wasina giare. An 
enormous mob gathered in the rotunda ofthe 
St. Charles Hotel repeating and shouting 
again: *‘Three cheers anda tiger!’’ Sulli- 
van, the great champion, was Knocked out 
and Jim Corbett was the fistic king of the 
world, and a whole city stayed awake to talk 
about it. 

Thousands had seen the wonderful series of 
pictures within the red-roped ring and 
stayed totellthem again and again. They 
had witnessed the most remarkable exhibi- 
tion of prize ring generalship and pugilistic 
artever given. They doubted Corbett when 
he entered the ring wearing the silk 
belt his wife had made, and _ there 
were some sneers When he removed 
it and carefully laid it away 
to keep it from being bloodstained. Corbett 
looked so .slender and Sullivan sucha Her- 
cules, and their suspicions were confirmed 
when in the first round Corbett ran and 
danced and smiling finished a round with 
the ‘‘big fellow.’’ Someone said, ‘‘Another 
Mitchell,’’ and then the crowd hissed. Cor- 
bett smiled. There were no blows in the 
first round, but Corbett had decided that he 
had a good chance to fight. He tried it 
timidly in the second round. He hit Sullivan 
a terrific blow on the nose and Sullivan could 
not return it, Then came the thifd round, 
and it was like all the rest of the fight. 

Convinced that Sullivan could not hit him 
Corbett began to play with him. Three 
places were chosen; the stomach, neck and 
face. Corbett watched his chances closely, 
and whenever he was ready he put his pow- 
erful fist on any one of these three spots he 
chose. Sullivan beganto guard his stomach 
with his right. Then Corbett played frst on 
the face, then on the neck, Then Sullivan 
raised his guardand his stomach suffered. 
Sullivan would make a vicious lunge and 
Corbett would dance away, § smii- 
ing and untouched. Sullivan wore 
nimself out beating the air. Corbett refrained 


| from rushing until the fifth round, and then 


ope fierce onslaught left Sullivan’s face a

mass of blood, and the old champion rocked 
unsteadily. . 

Three times only (14 Sullivan hit Corbett a 
harder blow than an ordinary man could 
stana; twice in the stomach and once in the 
neck; while with monotonous persistency 
‘“‘Gentleman Jim’’ danced around grace- 
fully and lithe, his sinews moving like the 
steel cords in an exquisite machine, hitting 
whenever he chose and wherever he listed. 

Sullivan’s face, brutal always, was hor- 
rible now, bloody, swollen and hideous. It 
was the picture of murder, but he could not 
commitit. He fought hard at the beginning 
of the fifteenth round to save the money of

broad base of the tower-shaped neck the 
wide shoulders drooped gracefully away, 
rounding out to great thickness over the 
blades anda corresponding fullness across 
the whole width of the chest, giving an enor- 
mous trunk, gracefully though but slightly 
tapering tothe hips, and so nearly cylindrical 
inform as to detract toa small extent from 
the apparent Dreadth of the shoulders and 
chest, With, grand width and weight of 
muscular coin, Corbett’s large but shapely 
trunk was strapped to strong, massive and 
muscular hipsandthighs well laid together 
and as graceful in outline as the greatest of 
sculptors could have molded them: **Apollo 
from head to foot of heroic size and in Parian 
marble.’’ That was James Corbett, as he

those who had bet he would win before that 
round cioseda, but he could not bear the exer- 
tion, and gave’*up hopes of accomplishing 
that. Fromthat time on Corbett pounded 
and Sullivan poorly defended until the last 
wonderful round. Then Corbett struck him 
hard in the face and saw that the blow 
dazed his opponent, and then he rushed 
as Sullivan never dtd. One, two, 
three, his blows beat like rain 
on the champion’s face. Sullivan’s hands 
dropped, another and he leaned back, his 
head rolled from side to side. Corbett rained 
blows with both hands,.and the big champion 
bervan slowly to reel backwards, another 
swingofthat terrible right and you could 
hear the thump over the hall. Then John L. 
fell flat on his back in the ring, his eyes 
closed and his bloody face upturned, ‘One, 
two,’’ said Referee Duffy, counting the sec- 
onds. Sullivan rolled over on his face and 
rose to his hands and feet. He tried to 
straighten up, but fell backwards again. He 
made another attempt and again he fell. 
Duffy counted eight, nine, out, and then sul- 
livan was cbamplon no more, He laid an 
unconscious bulk on the floor. 

His seconds carried him to his chair, while 
Corbett, beaming with delight, and fresh as 
a daisy, sprangto his cornerand caught his 
brother in lis arms. His uncle came from 
the'audience and hugged him. He came out- 
side the ronesandtwenty pairs of arms in 
turnencircled him, Boutonnieres were fiy- 
ing from every quarter of the hall into the 
ring. Corbett was walking on 
flowers. Men threw their hats away 
and grew hoarse cheering. Now Sulilvan 
had recovered consciousness and Corbett 
went to the fatal corner and shock his hand. 
A moment later Sullivan rose to address the 
crowd. There were hisses. The ex-cham- 
pion could commandattention no more. But 
the big gong tapped, the crowd grew still 
long enough to hear this speech from Sulll- 
van’s swollen lips: ‘‘Gentlemen, this isall I 
have tosay: Iwent into the ring once too 
often, but Iam glad it was an American who 
knocked me out.’’ Corbett did not carry 
away a single bruise. Sullivan met the 
‘*dude ’’ he scorned and fell before him. 
‘*‘Gentleman Jim’’ had won the champicn- 
ship. Respectability can now rejoice. Cor- 
bett has saved the aristocracy. 

HOW THEY LOOKED. 

The arrangements for the fight were per- 
fect and everything came off with absolute 
perfection of detail. Police kept 
the dense crowds on the streets 
moving and made way for the spectators to 
enter theclub. At8:25 o’clock a rainstorm 
came upandasthe tarpaulins, which form 
the roof of the arena, were pulled aside some 
occupants of reserved seats got wet, but the 
rain quickly ceased. 

Sullivan entered the ring first dressed in 
green trunks, black shoes and socks. He 
looked very confident. Corbett followed a 
moment later smiling and noddingto nis 
friends near the arena. 

CORBETT, THE ATHLETE. 

As the meh stood eyeing each other from 
opposite corness the contrast between them 
was striking. 

It may well be questioned if two such giants 
ever faced each other in a prize-ring. Cer- 
tainly neither of these had ever faced sucha 
formidable looking antagonist. Both were 
splendid specimens of physical development, 
but they were as unlike aS Apollo and Her- 
cules, Beautifal in every outline from his 
neck to his heels, Corbett looked the ideal

This look 
of power was not confined to the arms, 
shoulders and chest either. It was in every 
line as Wellasinthe huge swell masses 
muscle that clothed that miguty trunk. 
Even his color was ruddy and warm, despite 
the weird tricks played by the electric light. 

Thus it was withSullivan as he sat in his 
corner, the stern sober face furrowed with 
care and an experience of the world, even 
over-ripe for one of his years, the grizzled 
hair, the thick, rounded muscles standing 
out in that fullness of maturity that usually 
denotes the last gain of stubborn strength at 
the cost of atleast some of the speed and 
suppleness of youth, and indeed from every 
point of view he looked a man past his 
prime, all in all, but those undying qualities, 
iron will and unflinching courage.

REFEREE DUFFY REMEMBERED. 

Just previous to the call of time Police 
Capt. Barrett stepped to the center of the 
ring and presented Referee John Duffy witha 
beautiful silver ice-bowl and ladle, 

John. Donaldson and Billy Delaney were 
announced as Corbett’s seconds, with ‘‘Bat’’ 
Masterson as time-keeper; Charles Johnson 
and Jack McAuliffe seconds for Sullivan, 
Frank Moran time-keeper. The gloves were 
welghed and found to be according to the 
law, and they were given to the fighters. The 
pivot blow and back heeling was barred by 
mutual consent and the men, agreeing to 
nel fair, were sent to their corners to get 
ready for the fray. 

THE FIGHT BEGUN. 

Both men stepped Nghtly into the center of 
the ring. Sullivan immediately became the 
aggressor. He masse a left lead and was 
stopped. Corbett danced all about his oppo- 
nent, eyeing him closely. Sullivan made a 
rush, but Jim backed away. He also at- 
tempted a left-hander, but Jim would not 
bite. Sullivan looked vicious as he played for 
an opening. He attempted a right-hand 
stomach punch, but the blow fell short. Sul- 
livan tried to corner Jim, but the latter 
Slipped away. The gong sounded and nota 
biow had been landed by either man.

Corbett stepped upclose, 
attempting to punchthe stomach, but John 
was guarding that member with his right 
hand. The champion followed his opponent 
all over the ring and received a heavy left- 
hand swing on the head for his pains. Cor- 
bett was standing well up in this round 
against the great gladiator with whom he 
was fighting. Jim tanded both hands on Sul- 
livan’s head as the round ended, and the 
champion went to his corner with a sneering 
smile. 

Round 5.—Sullivan stepped to the center 
withasmileand Corbett touched his nose 
with aleft.

When the round ended Corbett was lustily 
cheered, 

Round 11—Both landed good blows, and 
Sullivan got twisted around from the force of 
his left. Corbett showed great ability even 
at clinching his more bulky opponent. Sul- 
livan was extremely cautious, though he got 
a crush blow onthe nose. Jim tried to de- 
liver a heavy right hand blow, and the 
champion was forced tothe ropes to avoid it. 
Sullivan receiveda punch in the stomach 
from the left,and got it againa moment later. 

Round 12—Ssullivan was the last to respond, 
and when he did he got a left in the stomach; 
he got itagain very heavily and a repetition 
amoment later. Sullivan landed a fairly 
good blow with his right, though he got the 
left inthe stomach in return. Jim landed 
another left in return. Jim landed another 
inthe stomach and ran away smiling. The 
Californian landed a good left on the head, 
but the champion stopped the right with his 
shoulder. Sallivan made a vicious rush and 
Corbett clipped him inthe stomach with his 
left. The champion’s head was forced back 
twice from two heavy left-handers and the

Jim 
neatly avoided aleftfor the face, but sent 
his own fist homea moment later on Sulli- 
van’s head. Sullivan’s face was very red, 
and he receiveda left-hand swing in the 
stomach for coming too close. Both ex- 
changed light lefts and boxed for an opening 
forthe right. No severe punishment was ad- 
ministered to either man in this round, 

Round 18—Jim was, as usual, first tore- 
spond. A Deautiful rally took placein the 
center ofthe ring.

The ship requires 500 tons of coal. That will 
be on boaril by Friday.’’ 

The Admiral did not think that this new 
duty, whatever it might be, would interfere 
with his going tothe Pacific forthe purpose 
of bringing to New York the vessels selected 
by the Navy Department for the naval 
parade. The Admiral could not say whether 
he would be detached from the North At- 
lantic squadron and ordered on the service 
or not. 

Among other officers of the Philadelphia 
there was a well-grounded rumor that Vene- 
zuela was the vessel’s destination, The 
Kearsarge and Concord have already been 
dispatched to Venezuela with orders to look 
outfor Americans during the revolution, 
and with the arrival ofthe Philadelphia the 
entire North Atlantic squadron, withthe ex- 
ception of the monitor Miantonomah and the 
dynamite cruiser Vesuvius, will be assembled 
in that locality. Theofficers were ata loss 
to know what suddenturn affairs had taken 
to necessitate the presence of So many navy 
vessels in Venezuelan waters, 

The Concord sailed direct from the Brook- 
lvn Navy Yard for the Venezulean port of 
La Guayra, now in the hands of Crespo, the 
revolutionary leader. Edwin White is her 
commander and he sailed with sealed orders. 

The officials of the State and Navy Depart- 
ments have beenin communication with the 
President regarding what is now looked 
upon as a serious aspect of affairs in Venezu- 
ela growing out of the recent seizure on 
board an Americaa merchant vesse: of six 
refugees who were forcibly taken from the 
ship Caracas of the Red D line by an armed 
bo heor mena few weeks ago. 

\sa result of these deliberations the Navy 
YPepartment also ordere’l the United States 
steamship Kearsarge, at Port-au-Prince, to 
proceed to Venezuela with as littie delay as 
is consistent with the orders already sent to 
hercommander to transport Minister Dur- 
ham on hisannual visit to San Doming». 

No secret was made of the destination of 
the Concord, although the officials of the 
Navy Department were reticent as to the ex 
act. tenor ot the instructions § issued 
ta her commander. The State 
Department has for several days been 
in communication with the United 
States Minister at Caracas regarding the 
seizure of the refugees. Official information 
received here confirms the report of Capt. 
Woodrick of the Caracas, that whilein the 
harbor of Puerto Cabello a body of armed 
men boarded the vessel ana forcibly removed 
six refugees who are supposed to have been 
members of the Venezuelan Congress. 

(apt. Woodrick refused to deliver the men 
untila show of force was made by the Ven- 
yvuelan soldiers, when having no meansat 
his command to resist the attack, he was 
obliged to permit his unfortunate passengers 
to be dragged from their hiding-place and 
carried on shore. 

Advices from Washington state that Secre- 
tary of state Foster is of the opinion that the 
principle involved is the same as that which 
governed the Barundia affair, and thecom- 
manders of the American vessels have been 
instructed to fully investigate the circum- 
stances surrounding the case, and if found to 
be as they have been represented to demand 
the surrender of the Caracas passengers.

Congressman Cobb Secures Provision In- 
epectors for This City. 


A telegram was this morning received 
from the Agricultural Department by) 
Secretary Morgan of the Merchants’ 
Exchange announcing tliat in conse- 
quence of the arguments advanced by 
Seth W. Cobb, it had been decided to locate 
National Provision Inspectorsin st. Louds. 
Heretofore this city has had no nationai in- 
spection and cattle and hog products for ex- 
port were obliged to be sent to other cities for 
inspection. ‘ihe growing importance ol 
St. Louls asa cattle market has been recog- 
nized at Washington, and on Mr. Coob’s 
statement it was decided to make this an in- 
spection point. The value of this to st. 
Louls will, it is believed, be very great. 
Cattle and hog products that have been ex- 
amined by United States inspectors are now 
admitted itnto most European countries 
without belng required to pass through the 
hands of foreign experts. ‘Thefact that St. 
Louishas had nonational inspectors has 
militated strongly against its provision 
trade, but under the new regimea large in- 
crease is looked for. The inspectors will be 
appointed within a week ot two. 


CAN SHIP TO ST. LOUIS. 


A Government Sugar Inspector to be 
Stationed Here. 


Aletter of great importance tothe sugar 
interest of St. Louis was this morning reg 
ceived by Seth W.Cobb from the Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue. Since the sugar bounty 


law has gone into effect, no Louisiana sugar 
could be shipped here without being first in- 
spected and weighed at New Orleans. This 
was necessary in order to obtain the rebate, 
and asa consequence a great deal of trade 
was diverted from this city. Mr. Cobb, while 
in Washington, held several conferences 
with the officers of the Internal Revenue 
Bureau, and on Aug. 3v wrote a letter tothe 
Commissioner of internal Revenue, setting 
forth the injustice which was done to this 
city by tne rules enforced and ask- 
ing that an inspector and weigher 
be stationed here. This morning 
an answer was received tothe effect that the 
request would be granted, and that the ap- 
pointment would be made as soon as pos- 
sible. When this is done Loulfsiana planters 
can ship direct to st. Louls, instead of being 
first obliged to send thelr product to New 
Orleans.

Inspection, Hospital, Quarantine and 


Necessity for Cleaning the City—No 
Extra Session of the Municipal As- 
sembly—Watching Incoming Traind 


Aconferencé regaraifig local cholera pre- 
cautions to be taken was held at noon to-day 
in the Mayor’s omce at ths City Hall, Those 
present W6re Mayor Noonan, Health Com- 
missioner Brennan, the nmiembérs of the 
Board of Health, Presidetit Walbridgé of the 
City Council, Comptroller Stevenson, Harbor 
Commissioner Able and City Counselor 
W. OC. Marshall. The coriférénce was 
opened by Dr. Brennan reading a paper 
containing suggestions as to éstablishing & 
system of inspection of incoming trains, es- 
pecially those from the East, the necessity 
for additional sanitary inspectors, of repatr- 
ing Mill Creek sewer, of abating nulsances 
and of thoroughiy cleaning thecity. The 
paper closed with a strong protest against 
sending cholera patients tothe City Hospftal 
inthe event of cholera redching St. Loults, 
andtrging thata cholera hospital be estab- 
lished outside the city Mmits. 

Mayor Noonan then followed with recom- 
rhendations for the establishment of the 
‘‘cholera hospital,’’ should such become 
necessary, at the Quarantine Station, and 
providing for the conveying of patients 
thither by a boatto be charteréd by the Har- 
bor Commissioner. He also urged that a 
special ambulance system be considered. As 
to quarantine regulations, the Mayor 
thought that just at present all that would be 
necessary would batohave incoming trains 
boarded by physicians 100 miles from S&t. 
Louis, and that ambulances be kept in wait- 
ing at the depot totake charge of all suspl- 
clous cases. The Mayor recommended that 
tenement houses be closely watched, and 
that thé work of cleaning the city be vigor- 
ously pushed. He suggested that all Quaran- 
tine and inspection work be placed in charge 
of an official who would report daily to the 
Health Commissioner and Board of Health, 

Oity Couse@lor Marshall stated that the mu- 
nicipal officers were given full power under 
the law to take all necessary action in guard- 
ing the city against cholera, and Comptroller 
stevenson assured the eonference that in 
case of eptdemic the city treasury would be 
at the service of the board having charge of 
quarantine and inspection work and the 
fighting of cholera in general. Fol- 
lowing these reports those present went 
into a diseussion of the situation which 
lasted throughout the afternoon. All the 
measures proposed were based upon the con- 
tingency ofcholera developing in this coun- 
try, a contingency that has not vet arisen. 

The report of**Citizen Sanitary inspectors’’ 
to-day is as follows: 


THE DUTIES OF THE HBALTH COMMISSIONER. 
To the Editor of the Post- Disvatch: 


The communication of the Health Commissioner of 

Sept. Laddressed to the Mayor contains much good 
advice, butin my opinion he entirely underrates his 
powers and possiBiy Bis duties inatime like the 
present. 
' Under outcharter. fully inforeed by ordinaneés, 
a department of Health fs créated, of Which the 
Health Commissioner isthe echiefoilicer. He must 
have the highest quaiifications, is paid aselary of 
$5,000 per annum and is provided with ample assist- 
ance, 

By sec. 3ofart. 12 efthe charter he ts given gen- 
éra! supervision over thé public health of the city 
and itis made his duty to see to every requirement 
in that regard. His powers urdér that and other 
sections are sweeping and summary. While the 
charter is fnllin its powers the ordinances are made 
to supplement this authority to the fullest extent. 

It is quite true that ponds and vther nuisances are 
to be abated by private parties, but his authority to 
compél private parties to doit, or to do it himself, if 
they do not, is fuil and complete. It is unmistakably 
his duty to énforee the 4batéement of such nuisances 
with the utmost promptness. This is the only prac- 
tical way toaccomplishit. Insucha time as this a 
pereinptory notice from an officer of his powers 
would be suMeient. I hope he will not shrink from 
the free exercise of his ample powers. 

ido not agree with him that le has no power to 
compel the removal of weeds,or any other nuisance, 
ujion vacant lots. By the charter (sec. 3, art. 12) he 
can enterinto or authorize and ‘‘requiré any em- 
plove or police officer to enter into or examine in 
the daytimé, all buildings, lots and places of every 
description, within the city, and to ascertain and 
report to him the cendition thereof, so faras the 
public health may be affected by it;’’ by sec. 6, of 
said article, iis opihion as the exist- 
ence of a nuisance determines the  wmat- 
ter subject to a hearing before the board 
and ample power to effect the remoral is given the 
department. an extensive growth of weeds, 
elthér by its accumulation of g>rmsof disease, or 
decaying upon the ground, is detrimental to public 
heaith, it is his Gnty to effect its destruction. 
Fither the medicai fraternity hayeé for vears given us 
bad ad@ice, or these decaying growths are among the 
most fruitful sources of disease. If he decides that 
thev are not detrimental to the public health, we 
may submit, but this shows the high powers and 
conséquent duties which devolve upon him. 

‘There seems to be no provision for any notice, or 
complaint of citizens, except a formal application 
in certain casés; but it would seem to me that a pub- 
lic officer, charged with such responsible duties, 
would be glad of ail the information he could re- 
eéive from any sourte, the public health be- 
comes imperilied by the condition of the city, from 
any Carise, it will b@ 4 séfious charge as against those 
intrusted with public duty, and especially as against 
the Health Commissioner. 

It would seemto me that the ordinances forthe 
cleaning Of unpaved streets and alleys are seriously 
defective, but these ¢ould be promptiy amended. 
In these days there is no good excuse for not doing 
what ought to be done to preserve the public health, 

We may think Sp. Louis is secure from pestilence, 
but w® must remember that it ‘‘walketh in the 
darkneis.’’ I ain of the Opinion that modern science 
and the improved methods ofliving in largé cities 
has toa considerab(@ extent lessened the chances of 
an extended pestilence. New Orieéans seems to 
have effectually controlled a plague to which it is 
peculiarly suseeptible, While Meinphis, without 
these efforts, suffered unrold horrors and disaster, 
In its geographical! situation our city is by no means 
out of the line of the terrible Asiaticseourge. Ithas 
raged hers with terrible results. 

w It seems that Paris, the most perfectly sewered 
and cleaned city éver made, has many cases. The 
time hascome when we must be prepared. The 
danger demandsthat the condition of thp city be 
brought to absolute perfection. By the charter the 
Heaith Commissioner is given 4 pA gg over all 
matters of health. The board behind him is com- 
posed of capable men. Itis for them to initiate the 
measures and the good people of thiscity will fur- 
nish the means and sustain themto the fullest ex-

The scene in the chapel of the convent on 
the third floor over thse, Cliestnut street én- 
trance at 8:30 o’clock this morning when the 
ceremonies began was very striking. Father 
Brady, in surplice and _ stole, . and 
the other priests, robed in cassock 
and surplice, stood at the foot of the altar. 
Behind them and separated from them by 
the wooden grate were the professed, the 
Sisters and the novices of the community, 
together with the Mother Provincial and the 
novices and postulants whose time for éleva- 
tion had come, In the organ loft above 
the community was sstationed the convent 
choif. The novices, forty in number, were 
robed in cream white habits and veils of the 
color of immaculate snow. The professed 
sisters wore the white habit, the black 
veil and the _ silver heart which 
distinguishes them, Sisters and 
novices carried in their hands wax candles. 

THE PROVINCIAL INSTALLED, 

The first exercise was the installation of 
the newly appointed Provincial of the West. 
Sister Mary of St. Bernard, chosen to fill that 
office at the recent World’s Chapter of the 
Order of the Sister of Good Shepherd, held in 
Anyiers, France, advanced to the grate 
and kneeled betore the altar. Father Brady 
turned toward her and in AnsSwer to his 
questions she made the profession of faith, 
required of those appointed to her office and 
known as the ~FProfession of Pius V. 
Vicar General Brady then read the 
decree issued by the chapterin France, de- 
claring her the appointee of the office of Pro- 
vincial. This partof the ceremony was of 
great moment to the community, for it 
marked the installation of the official 
in whose hands is placed the direction 
of many communities in the great 
West. Rev. Father D. 8S. Phelan = then 
preached the sermon of the day, He dwelt 
on the eo and heroism of the life of a re- 
ligeuse of the Good Shepherd and the pro- 
priety of beginning the great work with 
prayer.

In the little southeast reom of the new 
building of the Water-works at Bissell’s 
Potnt, two ifitent dnd earnest-looking men 
have been busily working for two 
aays past. The room fs fitted wp 
like a laberotory, fall of scientific 
apparatus, pecullarly shaped glass vessels, 

tes, etc., and the two men working 
the midst of these appliances 
“Set serve asa picture ofalchemists extort- 
ture's secréts from her products, but 
fact. Thelrexperiments seem to be 
entirely to a study of one élement, 

that of water. 

NEW YORK SCIENTISTS. 

The two men in question are represéenta- 
tives of the New York State Board of Health, 
s€nt to St. Louls for the especial purpose of 
Making a bacteriological examination of the 
Water supply ofthis city. They are, respect- 
iveiy, Prof. Chaties C. Brown, occupying the 
chair of civilenginéering at Union College, 
Schenectady, N. Y., consulting engineer of 
the New York State Boardof Health, and 
Prof. J. H. Stoller, occupying the chair 
of biology and geology at the same college, 
ana acting under instructions from the State 
liealth Board. The former is a young man 
of about 30, the latter is older, and both have 
the manner and bearing of trained scientists 
deeply interested ina special investigation. 
ihey came to St. Louistthree days ago and at 
once called on Water Commissioner Holman 
to explain the object of their visit and ob 
tain official permission to carry on 
their investigation at the Water- 
works. As explained by Profs. Brown 
and Stoller, their mission was to exam§ne 
and report on the system of purification of 
river water by sedimentation, in its effect 
upon the bacteria existingin such water as 
the resuit of sewage pollution, etc. Their 
work is of marked interest for two reasons,

Dr. Seifert Says Allthe Rivers of North- 
ern Europe Swarm With Cholera 
Germs—No Portis Safe—Months Will

New YorkK, Sept. 8.—A dispatch received 
here from Quarantine at 9:30 this morning, 
announced that the quarantined steamers 
Normannia and Rugta had hoisted the yellow 
flag again and that the same signal was fily- 
ing at Hoffman Island. These signals indi- 
cate that there are more cholera cases this 


DANGER OF INFECTION. 

“*As I ufidérstanad the: matter-only- cabin 
passengers are to be put ashore on the Hook. 
Whether there will be any difference made 
between first and second cabin I don’t know. 
There has been some talk of the danger of in- 
fection being increased by the presence of 
these passengers on land, So far as that 
matter is concermed,I will say that I have 
the greatest confidence in the discretion of 
Dr, Hamilton and Dr. Jenkins. They will 
consider that point thoroughly.’’ 

In spite of what Secretary Foster said last 
night regarding the selection of Sandy Hook 
as the site of the camfi of refuge, Dr. Jenkins, 
last night, sent to Mr. Fostera letter saying 
that the most suitable place for isolation 
would be Fire Island.

Whatever ques- 
tionable right the State may haveto the use of 
the vessel for quarantine purposes certainly 
provision should be made for the imme- 
diate embarkation of passengers, and as the 
Government demands a twenty days’ quar- 
antine of the carriers of the infection, I 
know of no better place than the Govern- 
ment reservation at Sandy Hook.

stay on Hoffman Isiand, where they were 
scrubbed, fumigated and disinfected with all 
possible thoroughness. Along with some 500 
others they were taken back to the Norman- 
nia inapparently excellent health, and the 
following day they were prostrated with 
Asiatic cholera or something dangerously 
like it. One of the health officials spoke of 
these new cases rather lightly, as if they 
were of little importance and not cholera at 
all. ‘‘it wasallthe result of washing these 
fellows,’’ he said laughing. ‘‘The shock of 
such an unfamiliar experience was too much 
forthem. You can develop pretty much any 
disease by treating these unwashed eml- 
grants with water. They caught cold. got 
cramps and diarrhoea, and that Is all there is 
ofit. It was not cholerine, but bathine.’’ 

That isall very well, but if such is really 
the explanation, why,as several indignant 
gentlemen asked, send these men Who have 
nocholerato the very place of all others 
where they are most Hable to contractit. 
Whichever way one looks atit the matter Is 
not one which calls for laughter. These 
eight men, prisoners on Swinburne Island, 
are not laughing; neither are the passengers 
onthe Normannia. Dr. Jenkins says that 
these ‘‘doubtful’’ cases, even though they 
are sentto Swinburne Island, will be care- 
fully tsolated from the other cholera cases 
there, but any one who knows how small 
this island is will be scarcely reassured by 
that statement. 

**Suppose these elght men are quite well in 
the morning and show that they did not have 
cholera at all, what will you do with them?’’ 

‘*Send them bac« to Hoffman Island and 
fumigate them again and put them on the 
steamer.’’ 

‘‘Suppose they contract the realcholera 
meanwhile?’’ 

The doctor shrugged his shoulders and 
made no further answer. Whatever these 
men had, it is certain that they were very 
ill, andthe news of death among them may 
be expect ed before the day is over. 


PROTESTS OF PASSENGERS. 

The protests of the Normannia and Rugia 
saloon passengers against their apparently 
cruel detention om cholera ships, when, in 
the case of the former, the disease is con- 
fined to thecrewand when, in the second 
ease, the sickness {seems only to attack the 
steerage passengers is causing the New York 
papers to urge very strongly that the work of 
transferring these peaple to the camp to be 
pitched at Sandy Hook should be hastened in 
every way possible.

HAVENS OF REFUGE. 

Mayor Grant had a conference last night 
with J. Pierpont Morgan concerning the Se- 
curing of asteamer for the transfer of the 
passengers trom the quarantined ships. 

This morning Mr. Morgan telephoned the 
Mayor that the steamer ‘‘Stoninygton’’ was at 
the disposal of the Health Department. The 
Mayor at once communicated the fact to Dr. 
Jenkins and that official will make the neces- 
sary arrangements with Mr. Morgan forthe 
securing of the vessel. 

The Stonington will be used for the cabin 
passengers of the Normannia and will be 
anchored off sandy Hook. The training 
ship New Hampshire will be used for the 
transfer of the Rugia’s passengers to Sandy 
Hook.

CAN’T USE SANDY HOOK. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 8.—The War 
Department has declined to grant permission 
to use sufficient ground at Sandy Hook upon 
which to erect tents for the shelter of cabin 
passengers now confined on board the quar- 
antined vessels. The reason given for the 
refusalis that the gun tests now in progress 
at sandy Hook would have to be suspended 
and important industries would be affected.

TRUE CHARACTER OF CHOLERA — How 
DIFFERS FROM CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. 
NEW YORK, Sept. 8.—Dr. Theodore Walser, 
speaking of the cholera scare toa representa- 
tive of the press, said: 

**As physician in charge of cholera patients 
in 1852 0n Ward’s Island, and later as physi- 
clan to the cholera hospital in Quarantine 
from 1553-05, it has been my lot to attend the 
greater number of cases occurring in New 
York during that period. The question, 
‘What is cholera?’ may therefore be an- 
swered categorically and from long expe- 
rience. it is an acute infectious disease, 
characterized by vomiting, first the contents 
of the stomach, later serum, with profuse 


and serious diarrhea, the discharges re- 
seimbling rice-water; shrivelled bluish ap- 
pearance of the patient, painful muscular 
spasms. joss of voice and death in a few 
hours or’days or speedy recovery. Cholera is 
really areverse action of the engine of life, 
discharging into instead of receiving from 
the alimentary canal the fluids necessary for 
the preservation of life. 

‘*Cholerais not a contagious disease, so 
differing from small- pox,scarlatina, measles, 
typhus fever and even whooping-cough. Per- 
sonal contact will not reproduce the disease, 
and friends and attendants suffer no more 
than the community at large. 

‘*Oholera is an infectious disease, The 
germ of the disease is inthe excreta of the 
patient. Dr. Koch merits our gratefu) ac- 
knowledgement for his demonstration ofa 
peculiar microbe in these eliminations, which 
he considers the reproductive germ of the 
diseasewhenever reaching or introduced into 
the alimentary canal, and bacteriology has 
not only succeeded in maxing cultures of the 
germ, but by introducing it Into animal dife 
has produced @ disease resembling cholera, 
It may be almost like doubting the rotation 
of the earth to doubt the ‘discoveries of the 
most noted man of the age. However, 
from ciose and continual observation for 
yearslamledto believe that these baci 
are only as larve from which the yet tn- 
known medium is developed, r 
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the disease germ with the myriadi¢ profusion Germany. He excepts from these expres- ( sleeping cars on all trains.

Every 
vessel from infected ports will be detained 
eight days, even though there are no cases of 
disease on board, and at least twenty days if 
cholera cases have occurred. 

A sulphur blast furnace was about com- 
pleted and in Quebec for shipment thirty 
miles downto the station where it will be 
placed on a steamer and used for disinfect- 
ing the cargoes and holds of vessels. While 
the absence ofa deep water wharf will make 
the process slow, yetthe officer of the sta- 
tion, Dr. Montizambert, will detain all till 
disinfection is completed, 

While the buildings are old, yet the island 
islarge and ample space exists for tents, 
while supplies and conventlences can readily 
be obtained from Quebec. 

Buta still more important step has been 
taken by the Provincial Governiment, from 
the seat of government at Quebec, In de- 
manding of the Federal Government thatit 
stop allimmigratton to the Canadian ports. 
This demand has been supplemented by pro- 
vincial action in gazetting an emergency 
heaith board under an old cholera act, which 
board willact independently of the Federal 
Government and detain all ships going up 
the river at anchor below the city. 

Any further appearance of danger will be 
supplemented by inspection of vessels at 
Montreal, 150 miles furtheruptheriver. By 
this means, the Provincial Government, as 
already stated, practicaily stops all immi- 
gration by the St. Lawrence route. It 1s 
thus seen that while the commission has 
simply stated its opinion of the defects at 
Groose Isle it did not presume to advise the 
Canadian authorities as to their duty orto 
discuss the extended steps being taken hy 
them, though late, to protect Canada and 
thereby all adjoining United States terrt- 
tory.

William Lewis Traveled Itat Breakneck 
Speed. 


MONTGOMERY O!TY, Mo., Sept. 8.—The body 
of William Lewis, who comoaztitted suicide in 
St. Louison Tuesday evening, arrived here 


last night, and will be buried here to-day. 

Wim. Lewis was born and raised in this 
city, andis asonofthe late H. C. Lewis, who 
was for years a prominent real estate man 
here. His mother, Mary O. Lewis, lives with 
her daughters, Mrs. John Patton, Miss Mattie 
and Beulah Lewis, at 2931 Morgan street, St. 
Louls, but now in this city visiting her sister, 
Mrs. Bob Wilson and her son, James Lewis, 
Mrs. Lewis was stricken with grief when the 
news of her son’s death was gently broken to 
her by Mr. Wilson, her brother-in-law. H. 
C. Lewis and his familly were greatly re- 
spected here, with the single exception of 
William.

BLOOMINGTON BOILERMAKERS STRIKE 


Wot Many Union Men Went From St. 
Louis to Take Strikers’ Places. 


Telegraphic information to-day from 
Bloomington, Ill., stated that a body of 
twenty-three union bolillermakers from St. 
Louls had been brought to that city to work 
in the Alton shops in the place of striking 
union men, Henry Herman, who

Allof the men, 
Herman said, refused to work when they 
learned that there wasastrike among the 
boilermakers in the shops, except three men 
who were said to be guarded in a boarding- 
house.

Jie said three St. Louisunion menhad gone 
to work at Peorla, but he did not believe that 
any local bojler-inakers had goneto Bloom- 
ington. Hesaid that many local union men 
answered an advertisement, published last 
week, ior Doller-makers at Bloomington.

Paul, Minn., issued 
Dec. 4, isvl, to Holm McKinney and good tor 
one year. ‘Che beneficiary named in the pol- 
icy is Emily Hil), ‘‘his friend.’’ There is 
nothing on the policy to show where either of 
them resides or where the policy was issued, 
but it is numbered 7,952. The occupation of 
Mchinney is givenas that of a miner. The 
tintypes were taken at Lexington, Mo.

HOLY ANGELS’ CHURCH IMPROVEMENTS. 


A Transformation Wrought in the House 
of Worship. 

The'Church ofthe Holy Angels,of which Rev. 
Francis M. Keilty is rector. which has been 
undergoing a transformation in frescoing, 
renovating and decorating for the past few 
months, is now complete. The interior is one 
of the most beautiful in the city, the stained 
rlass windows are exquisite in tint and de- 
Sign, the two especially beautiful being 
on either side of the altar, one a representa- 
tion of the Immaculate.

There are tinted 
statues about the altar which add to its 
adornment and incandescent Hghts inthe 
form of lilles. The ceiling is frescoed to 
imitate oak panelingin Gothic design, and is 
by the master hand of the noted artist 
Pomerade, whose skilled brush has also fres 
coed the spaces above the aitar, and these 
are gems ofart. The centrai isa myriad of 
angels Kneeling in praise to the Queen of 
lieaven;the poses, the action, the serene 
beauty of conception are all perfect. There 
are several other handsome designs in fres- 
coiling, besides this central one, all of high 
merit, the Holy Trinity, a smaller one, being 
especially notable. The accessories of the 
altars, the marbles and bronzes, Nave all 
been retouched and the church js without 
doubt one of the prettiestinthecity. Inthe 
sacristy adjoining additions haveltbeen made, 
great oaken presses, Gothic shaped, hold the 
altar appointments, priest’s vestments and 
the surpiices of the altar boys, a pretty and 
appropriate ornament above these beinga 
handsome imported crucifix from Munich.

Mansur Cn Warner’s Record. 

Col. Chas. H. Mansur, the ee who 
suffered defeat atthe hands of U. 8. Hall for 
the nomination for Congress from mai Second 
District, arrived in St. Louls this morning 
from Moberly, and was found at the Demo- 
cratic headquarters by a reporter of the 
Post-DI1sPATcH. During Mr. Mansur’s term 
in Congress he had several tilts on the floor 
of the House with Maj.

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BASE BALL. 

The work of the pitchersis commanding 
considerable attention this season and itis 
more deserving of notice than ever. The 
twirlers were never compelled to face such 
an array of batters as. there is in the league 
this season, or to pitch under such tryingcir- 
cumstances. As the success or failure of the 
game depends largely on his work in the box, 
a pitcher is deserving of a great share of the 
recognition the team receives When it wins. 

This he does not always receive and of all 
the pitchers who have been before the public 
since the second division of the champlon- 
ship began none is more worthy of consid- 
eration than Cuppy of the Clevelands. He 
has pitched in eleven games, winning nine 
and losing onliytwo. Atthe beginning of the 
season he was unacquainted with the charac- 
teristics of the heavy batters, but he has 
studied them carefully and now has the slug- 
gers at his mercy.

THE UNCERTAINTY OF BASE BALL. 

Nothing has ever been more characteristic 
ofthe nationai game than its uncertainty.

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A TUG OF WAR. 


Stretching a Patient With a Dislocated 
Spine at the City Hospital. 


Edward Cowan Hes at the City Hospital to- 
day with his body embedded In a plaster cast. 
He has been boarding at 3914 Fairfax avenue, 
and early this morning, while sitting at the 
second-story winaow in a drunken sleep, he 
fell to the sidewalk, where he was picked up 
inan unconscious condition. 
to the City Hospital about 3 a. m,, and here 


he was found to be ina dangerous state, as 
the spinal vertebra had been dislocated, 
and, besides, his left arm was broken. 
Dr. Marks and his attendants performed an 
interesting operation in reducing the disloca- 
tion of the vertebrae. Formerly a disloca- 
tion of the vertebrae was treated by hanging 
the patientup by the neck and armpits, a 
most painful performance, and one in which 
the patient sometimes died. Inthis way the 
vertebrae was only stretched one way and 
the operation is much more difficult than the 
new method which Dr. Markstried. The in- 
jured man was placed in bed on his back and 
all his clothes were removed and blocks of 
wood were put at his hips and shoulders., A 
folded sheet was passed under his back 
and through his armpits until 
the ends were over his head, 
A strong man took hold of the ends of the 
sheet snd began to pull slightly, while two 
attendants were at the feet also pulling. For 
five minutes they Kept up the stretclring, 
increasing the strength of the pull each 
minute until it was a veritable tug-of-war be- 
tween the attendants. Cowan was Dy this 
time suspended in the air, two feet above 
the bed and stretched at least three inches 
taller than was his natural height, as the 
strain was equal to fully 500 pounds. Dr. 
Miarks then passed his hand over the dis- 
located joint and threwit into place. A 
plaster jacket was made and placed over the 
weak spot and Cowan rested easier. Hts 
broken arm was set later. Dr. Marks said 
Cowan would pull through all right.

LETTER-CARRIERS’ ROUTES. 


Explanation of the Causes of Complaints 
Concerning Extra Hours. 


There have been somecomplaints by letter- 
carriers inthe northern section of the city 
thatthey were not able to go over their 
routes during the eight hours that constitute 
a day’s work, Upon investigation it has 
been found that nearly all of these com- 
plaints are due tothe lack of system of the 
carriers themselves. Few persons have any 
idea of the amount of judg- 
ment required to ‘‘set up’’ mail, that 
is to SO arrange It that in 
going over a certain territory the distance 
traveled. may be reduced to a minimum. 
Some carriers so arrange their routes that 
they cross and recross their path, and walk 
much further than is necessary. Post-master 
John Bb. Harlow has in operation a plan by 
which this can be remedied. When it Is 
found that more than eight hours is consumed 
carrier in going over his route, he its 
} placed in the hands of an inspector.
